REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

FOR  THE 

Year  ending  December  31st.  1928, 


The  Committee  beg  to  present  their  Thirty-third  Annual 
Report,  together  with  the  Financial  Statement  and  Balance 
Sheet,  and  a  List  of  Subscriptions  and  Donations  received, 
and  other  Memoranda  relating  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  W. 
Doveton  who  had  undertaken  the  duties  of  Hon.  Secretary. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Sadler  has  kindly  consented  to  act  as  Hon. 
Secretary,  and  has  been  appointed  to  that  Office  by  your 
Committee,  subject  to  the  confirmation  by  the  General  Meeting. 

The  number  of  Patients  during  the  year  has  been  203,  of 
whom  120  were  Out-Patients. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Income  for 
1928  has  exceeded  the  Expenditure  by  £21. 

This  is  more  gratifying,  as  there  has  been  a  reduction  in 
Subscriptions  and  Donations  and  Receipts  from  Societies  and 
Entertainments.  The  remaining  sources  of  Revenue  have, 
however,  increased,  and  the-  expenditure ;  is  £14  less  than

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Rules  and  Regulations.

TITLE. 

1.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  called  “  Crawley  and  Ifield  Cottage 
Hospital.” 

OBJECTS. 

2.  — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  patients 
suffering  from  disease  or  accident  who  cannot  be  properly  treated  at 
home  or  elsewhere,  but  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  who  is 
afflicted  with  any  disease  which  is  considered  to  be  infectious  or 
contagious,  with  epilepsy  or  insanity,  or  with  any  disorder  not  likely 
to  be  soon  cured  or  mitigated  by  treatment.  Women  advanced  in 
pregnancy  are  inadmissable. 

AREA. 

3.  — Patients  will  be  admitted  from  the  Parishes  of  Crawley,  Ifield, 
and  Worth  ;  from  the  districts  of  Ilandcross,  and  Lowfield  Heath,  and 
any  place  within  five  miles  from  Crawley. 


FUNDS. 

4. — The  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  raised  by 
Voluntary  Contributions,  C  hurch  Collections,  Patients’  Payments, 
Invested  Funds,  and  in  any  other  manner  the  Committee  may  deem 
advisable,  and  all  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year,  Subscribers  to  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
each  half -guinea  subscribed. 


MANAGEMENT. 

5. — The  Management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  an  Executive 
Committee  with  the  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  elected 
by  the  Subscribers  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special 
General  Meeting,  such  Executive  Committee  to  consist  of  not  more 
than  18  Members  exclusive  of  the  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.  At  least  five  Members  of  such  Committee  shall  be  Ladies, 
and  five  members  in  all  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Medical  Officers 
shall  have  the  entire  control  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  domestic  arrangements  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  a  Sub -Committee  of  Ladies  elected  from  the  Executive 
Committee.. 
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EXECUTIVE  COM  MITTEE. 

6.  — The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
each  month  of  the  year  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital,  and 
shall  have  power  to  fill,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  year,  any 
vacancy  which  may  occur  in  their  number  or  among  the  officers  of  the 
Hospital  through  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  and  shall  have  power 
to  draw  up  from  time  to  time  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
Hospital,  which  shall,  if  deemed  necessary,  be  printed  and  hung  up  in 
conspicuous  positions  in  the  Hospital. 

TRUSTEES. 

7.  — The  property  of  the  Hospital,  exclusive  of  the  laud  and 
building,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  time  being 
(The  land  and  building  are  vested  in  the  Trustees  named  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Annual  Report). 


ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING  OF  SUBSCRIBERS. 

8.-— The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Sulscribers  shall  be  held  in 
the  Month  of  February  in  each  year  when  and  where  tl>i  Executive 
Committee  shall  determine.  At  this  meeting  a  Report  of  the  past 
year  shall  be  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee;  the  Medical 
Officers,  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing 
year  shall  be  elected,  two  Auditors  appointed,  and  other  business 
transacted. 


SPECIAL  GENERAL 


MEETING'  OF  SUBSCRIBERS. 


9. — The  Executive  Committee  at  any  time  may,  and  upon  the 
written  or  signed  requisition  of  ten  Subscribers  shall,  call  a  Special 
General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  the  Notice  calling  such  Meeting  shall 
state  the  business  proposed  to  be  transacted  at  such  Meeting.  Not  less 
than  seven  dayb  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  Annual  General  or 
Special  Meeting  in  such  manner  as  the  Executive  Committee  may 
determine. 


SUBSCRIBERS’  VOTES.  ... 

30. — All  question b  brought  before  a  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall 
be  decided  by  a  show  of  bands,  the  Chairman  having  a  second  or  casting 
vote.  Subscribers  of  half*a-crown  and  upwards  and  dobors  of  ten 
guineas  and  upwards  in  one  sum  shall  alo*o  be  entitled  to  vote. 
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,  MATRON  AND  NURSES. 

,  '  11. — The  Matron  and  Nurses  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 

Committee  and  act  under  their  instructions. 

PATIENTS’  FEES. 

12.  — Each  Patient  shall  pay  such  Weekly  Contribution  as  the 
•Executive  Committee  may  fix,  not  being  less  than  15s.  per  week;  but 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  remit  the  whole  or  part 
of  such  payment  at  their  discretion.  Patients  may  be  admitted  to  a 
private  ward  for  a  fee  of  not  less  than  o^-  Guineas  per  week 
exclusive  of  Theatre  and  Medical  Fees. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

13.  —  Any  of  the  Medical  Officers  may  take  a  private  patient  into 
the  Hospital  for  an  operation  or  for  Medical  treatment,  provided  there 
is  'room  and  that  such  private  patient  does  not  in  any  "way  interfere 
with  the  interests  or  comfort  of  those  for  whom  the  Hospital  was 
established.  The  fees  payable  to  the  Hospital  by  such  private  patients 
shall  be  exclusive  of  Medical  fees,  which  are  a  matter  of  private 
arrangement  between  the  doctors  and  their  respective  patients;  and 
such  patients  shall  only  be  admitted  upon  the  understanding  that  there 
must  be  always  one  spare  bed  at  least  left  for  contingencies. 

FOOD  AND  CLOTHING. 

14.  — No  food  or  drink  shall  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  the 
patients,  or  supplied  to  patients  by  their  friends  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case,  and  every  patient  must  be 
provided  wTith  decent  clothing  and  proper  changes  of  linen, 

HOUSE  RULES. 

15.  — Eveiy  Patient  must  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  and 
obey  the  directions  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Matron. 

VISITING  HOURS.

16.  — Friends  of  Patients  may  be  admitted  on  such  days  and  at 
such  times  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint. 

The  days  for  visiting  are  at  present  Wednesdays,  Saturdays,  and 
Sundays,  between  the  hours  of  2  and  4  p.m. 

■fetibjecf'tb  the  'regulations  of  the.  Hospital,  Patients  may  be  visited 
by  any  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  Religion  whom  they  desire  to  see. 


LENGTH  OF  TREATMENT. 

Patient  may  remain  in  the  IIo8]  itnl  more  than  ten  weeks 
unless  under  special  circumstances  to  he  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer 
and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ALTERATION  OF  RULES. 

IS.—  No  existing  Rule  shall  be  altered  or  a  new  rule  made  except 
at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  or  at  a  Special  General 
Meeting  of  Subscribers  duly  convened  for  the  purpose  by  the  Secretary, 
and  then  only  by  a  majority  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those 
present  at  such  Meetiujr  and  Voting
